SAYS U.S.COULD 
HIT MOON NOW, 
JUST AS A STUNT 


PHILADELPHIA, May 8 
(AP)—The nation’s space chief

(He said that Strauss was a 
wise and helpful member ‘of 
the committee and showed an 
interest and understanding of 
science remarkable for one not 
trained as a scientist. 

(Bronk testified also that as 
president of the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences, he had found 
Strauss to be helpful and co- 
operative in various undertak- 
ings, including a study of the 
biological effects of radioactive 
fallout. .

NAVY’S POLARIS 
MISSILE FIRED 
IN SEVENTH TEST 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fila., 
May 8 (AP) — Polaris, the 
Navy’s submarine missile, 
roared aloft today on a seventh 


test flight. The 28-foot rocket 
appeared to run smoothly. 

It was the second appearance 
of the two-stage Polaris at the 
Cape in three weeks in the 
Navy's accelerated and some- 
times trouble-plagued program 
to make hte missile operation- 
al by 1960. 

A smoke trail in the rocket’s 
wake split in two after about 
This apparently 
was the burnout of the first 
stage and ignition of the sec- 
ond, The smoke trail continued 
for a minute and a half before 
the second stage also burned 
out.

Tax Rates Cut One to 5 Cents 


In Four Sewer Subdistricts 


New lower tax rates for re- 
tirement of bond issues in four 
sewer subdistricts in St. Louis 
county were adopted yesterday 
by the board of trustees of the 


Metropolitan Sewer District. 
In all four cases, the 1959 bond 
retirement rates are below 
1958 rates by amounts ranging 
from 1 cent to 5 cents. 

The new rates on each $100 
of assessed property valuation 
in the four subdistricts are: 
Maline Creek, 12 cents; Creve 
Coeur-Frontenac, 34 cents; 
Vinita Park, 35 cents, and 
North Affton, 35 cents. 

The 1959 rate in Maline 
Creek subdistrict is 3 cents 
lower than the 1958 rate. It is 
1 cent lower in Creve Coeur- 
Frontenac subdistrict and 5 
cermts lower in Vinita Park and 
North Affton subdistrict. 

Valuations Up. 

In recommending the new 
levies to the trustees, Richard 
Piatt, director of finance for 
the Sewer District, said the 
decrease was possible because 
of a in the assessed 
valuation in each subdistrict in 
the past year. 

Piatt told the trustees the 
12-cent tax in Maline Creek 
will pay $118,375 in interest 
and principal due next Febru- 
ary on the subdistrict’s bond 
issue of $1,480,000. In Creve 
Coeur-Frontenac, the 34-cent 
levy will raise $55,787 in pay- 
ments due on a $725,000 bond 
issue, he said. 

The 35-cent tax in Vinita 
Park will produce an $8796 
payment on a $115,000 bond 
issue and the 35-cent levy in 
North Affton will pay the $18,- 
625 due on that subdistrict’s 
$230,000 bond issue, Piatt said. 

In all four subdistricts, resi- 
dents had voted the bond is- 
sues for construction of sani- 
tary trunk sewers. The new 
tax rates must be certified to 
the St. Louis County Council 
by next Friday and will be in- 
cluded on tax bills received by 
residents later this year. 

Three Persons at Hearing 

Only three persons, all resi- 
dents of Creve Coeur, attended 
the public hearing, but Sewer 
District officials were cheered 
by the turnout, pointing out it 
was the first time in four years 
that any taxpayers have both- 
ered to attend the annual pub- 
lic hearings.

Harriman, noting that Mr. 
Eisenhower recently indorsed 
an expanded loan fund, said 
“there has been some lack of 
leadership in the Administra- 
tion in emphasizing the impor- 
tance of the program.” 

He said the President’s “‘in- 
fluence is great,” and his lead- 
ership is important” in gaining 
Congressional approval of the 
program.

For six years that great 
statesman, John Foster Dulles, 
represented the United States 
in negotiations with the Soviet 
Union. People all over the 
world have been paying tribute 
to his remarkable work in the 
cause of peace with justice. 
His wise and courageous ex- 
ample will serve us well in the 
days to come. 

I should like to assure you 


that there will be no lack of | wi) 


continuity in our foreign pol- 
icy. The position we have 
adopted for the coming confer- 
ence is fully consistent with 
policies developed over the 
past years. 


Last week I met in Paris with 
the foreign ministers of France, 
the United Kingdom, and the 
Federal Republic of Germany. 
We reached complete agree- 
ment on the Western position 
to be presented to the Soviets 
at Geneva. This position con- 
tains fair solutions for the 
problems of divided Germany 
including a peace treaty, Ber- 
lin and European security. The 
North Atlantic Council has 
given its approval. 

We therefore go to Geneva 
with a united position. The 15 
nations of the North Atlantic 
Alliance are as one in saying 
to the Soviet Union: If you 
are willing to engage in honest 
negotiation, here is a basis for 
securing a lasting peace in 


Europe. 
Willing to Negotiate. 

On the eve of the Geneva 
per ig An. — degree of 
unity is heartening. 

- ec the United King- 
dom and the United States 
go to Geneva sincerely de- 
termined toe negotiate pa- 
tiently and constructively. 
We will not deviate from our 
basic principles. But we are 
willing to negotiate about 
their application, provided 
that concessions from us are 
matched by equivalent coun- 
ter concessions from the 
Soviet Union. 

We hope the Geneva talks 
will prove to be business-like 
negotiations and not a propa- 
ganda exercise. It was for this 
reason we agreed at Paris that 
we would not make public the 
comprehensive Western posi- 
tion until it was presented to 
the Soviets at the conference. 

I know you will appreciate 
that it would be unwise to pre- 
cipitate a long-range discussion 
of this position before serious 
negotiations begin. 

I am glad that the foreign 
ministers conference will be 
conducted in the Palace of the 
Nations at Geneva through the 
hospitality of the United Na- 
tions. Secretary General Ham- 
marskjold will open the meet- 
ing with an address of wel- 
come. This is particularly fit- 
ting since the Western position 
reflects the principles of the 
United Nellans Charter.

How did the latest tensions— 
revolving around Berlin — get 
started? Let’s take a look at 
the record. 

The Soviet Union deliber- 
ately created the crisis from 
which the Geneva confer- 
ence results. The Soviet dip- 
lomatic note on Berlin of No- 
vember 27, 1958, contained 
both a demand and a threat. 

The demand was that the 
three western powers withdraw 
their forces from West Berlin. 
The Western powers — with 
unanimous NATO support—re- 
jected that demand, Our forces 
are in the city under rights 
arising out of the war and sub- 
sequent international agree- 
ments, If they withdrew, West 
Berlin’s 2,225,000 people would 
be at the mercy of the Commu- 
nist imperialist power which 
surrounds them. You will recall 
that Berlin is separated from 
West Germany by more than 
100 miles of Communist ter- 
ritory. 

The threat in the Soviet note 
was that the Soviet Union 
would abandon its existing 
obligations to assure free 
access to Western forces in 
Berlin. It would do this by

As the British 
secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, Selwyn Lloyd, said re- 
cently: “If Berlin goes, what 
goes next?” 


Troops Are Protectors. 

In the view of the people 
of West Berlin, as recorded in 
the plebiscite of last December, 
American, British and French 
troops are there as protectors. 
They are there to safeguard 
the freedom of more than 2,- 
egy men, women and chil- 

en. 


We shall 


stand firm at 
Geneva in upholding our 
rights and responsibilities 


in Berlin. But firmness does 
not imply an unwillingness 
to negotiate in good faith. 


III. 

The Soviet Union, after hav- 
ing created the crisis over Ber- 
lin, has agreed that a foreign 
ministers conference be held 
in Geneva to discuss all the 
factors involved in the con- 
tinued division of Germany, 
including Berlin, and European 
security. The challenge from 
the Soviet Union has thus 
created an opportunity. This is 
a chance to settle not just the 
problem of Berlin, but, much 
more important, the problem 
of the reunification of Ger- 
many. There can be no lasting 
solution for Berlin by itself. 
The problem ceases to exist 
only when that city again be- 
comes an integral part of 
united Germany. 


The United States will use 
its best efforts in seeking a 
solution to the problem of di- 
vided Germany. We are con- 
vinced that as long as Ger- 
many remains divided, the 
peace in Europe will con- 
tinue to be threatened. And 
twice in this century we have 
seen that when major war 
comes to Europe it comes te 
all the world. In the mean- 
time a precarious peace will 
live hand - to - mouth from 
month to month. 


The division of Germany 
creates an unnatural situation. 
Millions of Germans are sep- 
arated from relatives, friends, 
business and working associates 
and fellow countrymen by this 
artificial division. One-fourth 
of all Germans are subjected 
to a rule not of their choice, 
imposed by foreigners. Three 
million Germans have filed 
from that alien tyranny to the 
west. History gives us this 
lesson: Mankind will never give 
up its struggle against inhu- 
manity and injustice. 


Peace Threat Denied. 


Fears have been entertained 
that a reunited Germany would 
be a threat to peace. Provided 
German reunification is inte- 
grated with European security 
measures, as we shall propose 
at Geneva, the contrary is true. 
A Germany united in connec- 
tion with European security 
measures can and will play a 
constructive and peaceful role 
in the development of Europe 
as a whole. 


The Western allies are hope- 
ful that the Soviet Union will 
see the wisdom of this ap- 
proach. Surely it must become 
apparent to them that in the 


danger from continuing 
disunity of Germany. 

Some may think the Western 
position is not realistic because 
the Soviet Union may well re- 
ject it. This to my mind is cer- 
tainly no reason for failing to 
set forth a proposal we believe 
to be both sound and just. We

Mr. Herter was fully justified in laying 
down only the most general lines of the po- 
sition to be taken by the allies at Geneva next 
week. As he said, he wants to give that con- 
ference every chance to become a real nego- 
tiation and not a propaganda duel. In that 
spirit he is right to reserve detailed presenta- 
tion of Western proposals for the conference 


itself. We shall hope that he adopts this — 


tactic in order to leave himself freedom of 
movement, and is prepared to modify or 
separate some of his objectives if this proves 
to be the road to meaningful agreement. 

He placed more emphasis upon the goal of 
German unification than many observers will 
regard as realistic. But his recognition that 
the goal could not be attained overnight, and 
would require a long, gradual approach, gave 
reason for hope that he will not be inflexible 
on this point. 

One can accept unification as a long-term 
objective without making it a rigid condition 
of agreement on any other issues. To take 
the latter stance is an almost certain way of 
perpetuating the deadlock that has existed 
for many years. Though Mr. Herter did not 
explicitly disavow it, neither did he proclaim, 
as Western statesmen have proclaimed all too 
often before, that without German unification 
on terms advantageous to the West no agree- 
ment at all is possible.

In the same way, the new Secretary linked 
arms control with a general European security 
arrangement but did not make it conditional 
upon unification. He spoke firmly for fulfilling 
all Western obligations to Berlin .until Ger- 
many is reunited, but did not rule out the 
possibility of a new Berlin agreement that 
stands on its own feet. In short, he was 
stating general principles in a way to leave 
maximum scope for bargaining. That he 
chose to do this rather than strike postures 
for detailed and inflexible positions is the 
best possible assurance that he goes to Geneva 
to negotiate in complete good faith. 

Mr. Herter has a long road ahead of him. 
A full assessment of his capacities must be 
withheld until he has demonstrated them at 
length in the diplomatic arena. But certainly 
this initial appearance gave promise that the 
warm confidence reposed in him by Congress 
and by the people will prove to be justified. 


Monorail Test in Seattle 


St. Louis and all other metropolitan centers 
suffering from traffic congestion should 
watch with intense interest Seattle’s mono- 
rail experiment, Although a small monorail 
has been operating in Wuppertal, Germany, 
since 1901, and a few short lines have been 
tried experimentally in other cities, the Se- 
attle line is scheduled to be the first one ever 
installed within a city to solve a major trans- 
portation problem. 

The Seattle line, which is intended to be 
ready for the city’s Century Exposition in 
1961, will be a little more than a mile long. 
Estimated cost of the complete system, includ- 
ing three four-car trains, is $5,000,000. It will 
whisk passengers from downtown Seattle to 
the exposition grounds in 94 seconds. The 
design calls for a supported type monorail. 
This means the vehicles, instead of hanging 
from an overhead suspension system upheld 
by poles, will be mounted atop the rail and 
also well clear of street traffic beneath, 

If the Seattle monorail proves successful it 
may point the way for relieving congestion 
in dense areas and for moving passengers 
from airports to downtown areas. It could 
just happen to be the turning point in bringing 
passengers back to mass urban transportation. 


Right Kind of Choice 


In selecting John Moors Cabot of Massa- 
chusetts for promotion from Ambassador to 
Colombia to Ambassador to Brazil, President 
Eisenhower has moved to recoup as soon as 
possible after the unhappy controversy over 
Clare Boothe Luce, Ambassador Cabot is a 
career diplomat with extensive knowledge of 
Latin America and the Caribbean area. Back 
in 1923 his very first assignment was in Lima, 
Peru, as vice consul. He has served also in 
Santo Domingo, Mexico City, Rio de Janeiro, 
Buenos Aires and Guatemala City, as well as 
in his present ambassadorial post in Bogota. 
Yet his career-service record includes also 
such far-flung spots as Shanghai, The Hague, 
Helsinki, Belgrade and Stockholm, and a tour 
of duty in the State Department as Assistant 
Secretary for Inter-American Affairs. The 
sooner Ambassador Cabot can be confirmed 
and established at Rio de Janeiro the better 
it will be. The post has been vacant too long. 


Digging in Air Force Ledgers 

The General Accounting Office has done 
some digging into Air Force ledgers and 
come up with results which prove that these 
skilled auditors should have been permitted 
to dig where they were shut out last year. 


The GAO has accused Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation of giving the Air Force cost fig- 
ures on 132 transport planes in 1954 and 
1956 which the company knew were $4,- 
110,600 too high. It is contended that this 
alleged overpricing would have given Lock- 
heed a $1,251,000 profit if GAO had not dis- 
covered it. 

The Air Force, the Pentagon and the Ad- 
ministration would do well to recall how the 
GAO tried for several months last year to 
obtain a copy of an Air Force inspector gen- 
eral’s report entitled “Survey on Manage- 
ment of the Ballistic Missile Program.” The 
Air Force declared that if this report were 
entrusted to GAO, the national security might 
be endangered. President Eisenhower up- 
held the Air Force but a House Government 
Information subcommittee dissented.

Safety for Good Drivers 


If the Legislature does nothing more about 
traffic safety this year, it should approve the 
Senate’s bill for a point-system drivers’ li- 
cense. This bill provides demerits graded with 
the seriousness of each offense. A driver’s 
license could be suspended for the accumula- 
tion of eight points in 18 months, or revoked 
for 12 points in a year—and some major of- 
fenses, such as leaving the scene of an acci- 
dent involving injuries, are assessed 12 points. 
As an incentive for good driving, a safe mo- 
torist would win a credit of two points each 
year without a conviction. The Senate bill 
is stronger than one passed by the House. It 
is strong enough to put reckless drivers off 
the road. 


Asking for a Tax Rise

Turkey Mars Its Reputation 


Government Harasses Press‘ arid Editors, Persecutes Critics of Administration 


An Editorial in 
The Milwaukee Journal 


Turkey, which most Americans like 
to think of as a democracy and ad- 
mire as a free world bastion, is un- 
fortunately marring its reputation by 
censorship of the press and persecu- 
tion of political opponents. 

In the period from Jan. 15 to Feb. 
15, nine Turkish editors were jailed 
or fined,.or both, for “offenses” that 
would be laughed out of court in 
countries with true internal freedom. 
For example,- editor Beyhan Cenkci

They include insulting 
government officials, harming the 
government’s prestige, failing to 
print a government denial of'a story

in specified columns. Anything the 
government doesn’t like in a paper 
becomes a crime. 

The most disturbing case of con- 
stant persecution involves Kasim 
Gulek, referred to above. _ He is pub- 
lisher of Ulus, organ of the Republi- 
can’ party which he heads. As a 
measure of his prominence, Gulek 
would be Prime Minister if his party 
were in power. There are many who

‘say he lost the last election only 


through fraud against him. He is 
considered the most popular poli- 
tician in ‘Turkey. 

A year ago, a8 many ‘as 150 legal 
cases were pending against Gulek, 
brought as part of administration 
harassment. As a member of the 
National Assembly he had parliamen- 
tary immunity and thus escaped jail. 

Last Juné Gulek was interviewed 
in Ankara by John N. Reddin of 
the Milwaukee Journal staff. Gulek, 
an articulate defender of his point 
of view, used his attorney's skill to 
outline his position. Much of what 
he said was also voiced by others 
who know Turkey well. 

Nothing that he said could get a 
politician in trouble in a free coun- 


try. But Gulek is in trouble. And the 
Milwaukee Journal interview is a 
chief weapon against him. A com- 
mittee of the National Assembly has 
recommended that Gulek’s parlia- 
mentary immunity be removed. 

He would then have to stand trial 
for lowering the prestige of Turkey. 
Conviction would bring a minimum 
of a year in jail and permanent loss 
of the right to participate in politics. 
If the move succeeds, the adminis- 
tration will destroy Gulek and its 
strongest political opponent. 

This sort of persecution comes as 
a double shock, for Turkey seemed 
to be traveling so hopefully down 
the road to democracy. Ameritans 
shared that hope and wished Turkey 
well. They still do. 

No one who knows Kasim Gulek 
could doubt his patriotism or his 
deep love of and concern for Turkey. 
It is not Turkey he criticizes but the 
way, in his view, that it is misgov- 
erned. His criticisms have percep- 
tion. He is an asset to his country. 

A statesman, such as Gulek, haé a 
duty honestly to discuss the prob- 
lems of his country., If men of his 
type can be silenced by an admiriie 
tration, then it is fiction that @>- 
mocracy exists or that political free- 
dom has any meaning. 

In the Gulek case — and in the 
growing number of cases involving 
press freedom — Turkey stands be- 
fore the bar of free world opinion. 
Turkey’s future is in fact at ste7e— 
and the stake is a large one for Tv'r- 
key and Turkey's friends, inclutlivg 
the United States.

Not a Communist Satellite. 


The West, for its part will 
not go to war about Iraq be- 
cause, when the chips are down 
Iraq with its oil fields, like 
Egypt with the Suez Canal, 
must have a trading arrange- 
ment with the West. 


The practical conclusion to 
be drawn from this is that 
however bad things may look 
in Baghdad, the one thing 
above all that we must not do 
is to write off Iraq, and then 
treat it as a Communist satel- 
lite in the same class with 
North Korea and North Viet- 
nam. 

Even though the Iraqi Com- 
munists may dominate the Gov- 
ernment, which they have not 
yet done, we should not regard 
the situation as final and irre- 
parable. Egypt has taught us 
that as between Arab national- 
ism and Soviet Communism 
there is much flirtation, there 
may even be a heavy affair, but 
there has not yet been any in- 
dissoluble marriage. 


Albania as an Exception. 


The main reason for this, so 
I venture to think, is that there 
is no common frontier between 
any Arab state and the Soviet 
Union. With the exception of 
Albania, whith is not much of 
an exception, the genuine Sov- 
jet ‘satellites are all countries 
into which the Red Army has 
marched, and could march 
again. 

For this reason, Iraq, which 
does not touch the Soviet Union,

The architects and support- 
ers of the old policy looked 
upon themselves as hard-boiled 
and tough-minded realists. But 
the structure they built disap- 
peared in a night. Let us then 
beware of those who would like 
somehow to resurrect that old 
policy. 


A Long Look Ahead. 


In the light of what has 
happened in Egypt, in the light 
of what has happened to Nas- 
ser’s affair with Russia, in the 
light of what has happened to 
Nasser’s imperial dream of 
making Cairo the center of the 
whole Arab world, the time has 
come to discount heavily the 
catastrophic view of the Mid- 
die East. 


The Arabs are a community 
from Morocco to the Persian 
Gulf. But nobody is soon, if 
ever, going to unite them in a 
single great state, not Nasser 
or any other Arab, not Mr. K. 
or any other Communist. 

For as long a future as we 
can see ahead, there will be 
many Arab states, and there 
will be no one great settlement, 
good, bad, or indifferent, of 
the Arabs’ relations with each 
other or with the rest of the 
world. 


H. M. Watterson Jr. Dies. 

MIAMI, May 8 (AP)—Henry 
M. Watterson Jr., son of the 
late editor of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, died Wednes- 
day night at his home in south 
Miami.

(AP)—James A. Hoyt, a former

Mr. Hoyt worked with Co- 
lumbia, Charleston and Green- 
ville newspapers from 1897 to 
1912, when he organized the 
People’s National Bank of Co- 
lumbia and became its presi- 
dent.

On the, positive side, he was 
a developer of British aviation, 
parliamentary pilot of the in- 
tricate bill which gave India 
limited home rule in the 1930s 
and holder of a wide variety of 
cabinet posts. 

He was first elected to the 
House of Commons in 1910 and 
served there until 1944. On his 
retirement he was made Vis- 
count Templewood. He had been 
in failing health recently but 
attended a session of the House 
of Lords yesterday. He col- 
lapsed and died of a heart 
attack soon after returning to 
his London apartment. 

Even though he had been a 
viscount for 15 years he still 
was popularly known as Sir 
Samuel. 

In 1940 Sir Winston Churchill 
sent Hoare as ambassador to 
Spain to keep Generalissimo 
Franco from going into the war 
on the German side. The mis- 
sion was a success. 

Sir Samuel was born Feb. 24, 
1880. His father was a baron 
and head of the banking house 
of Barnetts, Hoare & Co. Young 
Samuel attended Harrow and 
Oxford. 

He married Lady Maude Ly- 
gon, daughter of the Earl of 
Beauchamp, in 1909. She sur- 
vives him. They were childless 


and the viscountcy now be- 
comes extinct. 

Hoare held a half-dozen cab- 
inet posts beginning with Sec- 
retary of State for Air from 
1922-29. He was Secretary of 
State for India 1931-35 and for 
a short term Foreign Secretary 
in 1935 when the Hoare-Laval 
pact leaked out. 

He made a political come 
back and in 1936 was back in 
the cabinet again as First Lord 
of the Admiralty, then Home 
Secretary 1937-39, Lord Privy 
Seal 1939-40 and Secretary of 
State for Air 1940 until his 
appointment as ambassador to 
Spain.

OF FLYING DEPICTED 


Exhibit Opens Tomorrow 
at Missouri Historical 
Society.

The important part St. Louis 
played in the development of 
aviation from 1859 to 1927 is 
depicted in a display entitled, 
“Up in the Air,” which will 
open tomorrow at the Missouri 
Historical Society. 

In photographs, prints, draw- 
ings, newspaper clippings, 
books and documents, the avia- 
tion “firsts” of the city are 
told in the display at Jefferson 
Memorial in Forest Park. 

They include the first suc- 
cessful dirigible flight made 
in America by Ray Knabenshue 
in 1904; first international bal- 
loon race in America, 1907; 
first aviation meet, during 
which the first American ex- 
periments in aerial bombing 
took place at Kinloch Field, 
1910; first military signal serv- 
ice attached to aviation in 
America in 1910, and the first 
official air mail service in the 
Middle West in 1911, when 
Walter Brookins flew mail from 
Kinloch Field to Fairgrounds 
Pafk, a distance of 12 miles. 

Charles van Ravenswaay, s0- 
ciety director, said the display 
will remain up all summer. 


A series of pictures show the 
first St. Louis women ever to 
go up in a balloon, They are 
dated 1908. There also are 
photographs of early-day stunt 
flying. 

The international balloon race 
started in Forest Park and was 
won by a group of Germans 
in a ship called Ponnern, which 
landed in Asbury Park, N. J., 
a distance of 87@°miles by air. 
This event and the aviation 
meet were sponsored b ane 
Aero Club, in which 
Bond Lambert figured monn 
ine ntly. Lambert-St. Louis 
Field was named for him.

The United States Golf Asso- 
ciation announced today that 
the exact record number of 
golfers who will compete for 
the United States Open cham- 
pionship this year is 2402.

An earlier survey at the time 
entries closed placed the total 
at 2400. Today's recount con- 
firmed that the entry list 
topped the previous record of 
2132 filed last year. 

The U.S.G.A, announced that 
local qualifying tournaments 
will be held at 57 sites, rather 
than 60 as originally planned.

Of this total, 
10 will qualify for the sec- 
ond test at 36 holes, sched- 
uled June '1 at Kansas City. 

The Open is being played 
this year for the first time un- 

der a “double qualifying” sys- 
them to be held on May 18 ex- 
cept for the Chicago competi- 
tion which will be held on 
May 19. 

From the local tourneys will 
come 428 qualifiers who will 
join 49 exempt players for a 
total field of 477 golfers in 
13 sectional tournaments, also 
36 holes, to be held on June 1. 

From ‘the sectional tourneys 
will come 130 players who join 
20 exempt players for a total 
field of 150 in the 72-hole 
championship competition at 
the Winged Foot Golf Club, 
Mamaroneck, N., Y., June 
11-12-13. 

The 20 players totally ex- 
empt from qualifying play in- 
elude the five most recent in- 
dividual winners of the Open 
championship, the 10 low fin- 
ishers in last year’s tourney,

MARS. LORD TALKS ON 
NEEDS IN EDUCATION 


The need for education to 


“meet the challenge of a world | the world will see that it is the 
community” was stressed here | 


yesterday by Mrs. Oswald B. 
Lord, United States representa- 
tive on the Commission for Hu- 
man Relations of United Na- 
tions. 


Mrs. Lord spoke at a Linden- 
wood College convocation at 
St. Charles where she received 
an honorary degree of doctor 
of laws. She offered three fun- 
damental requirements which 
she said are necessary “in a 
shrinking world.” 

The first need, Mrs. Lord 
said, is an international educa- 
tion—‘“learning about other 
p “ples.” 

A knowledge of foreign lan- 
guages was the second require- 
ment cited by the speaker, who 
said she found her ability to 
speak and understand several 
languages invaluable. 

An understanding of interna- 
tional Communism was given 
as the third fundamental re- 
quirement, 

Discussing a trip last year to 
Africa, Mrs. Lord termed that 
continent “the fastest develop- 
ing country.” 

“Five new nations have come 
into being recently, and four 
others are in the process of 
gaining independence,” Mfrs. 
Lord observed. Reporting that 
the new nations lack many nec- 
essities of health and well-be- 
ing, the speaker declared it is 
“in our interest to help them 
through the U. N.”

from King Ibn Saud of Saudi 
Arabia. 

“This is the rarest picture of 
all,” said Truman, pointing to 
a gift from the Dalai Lama of 
Tibet—a photo of the Lama 
himself. Alongside it was a 
scarf worn by the Dalai Lama, 
a picture of General De Gaulle, 
and another of President Bus- 
tamante of Peru. 

“The job of being President 
is really six jobs,” explained 
the man who ought to know. 
“And I tried to illustrate it 
with these exhibits. First the 
President is the Chief Execu- 
tive,” he pointed to a photo of 
a Cabinet meeting, a copy of 
the budget as big as a Man- 
hattan phone book, which he, 
when in office, had known from 
cover to cover. 

“Second, he’s chief of state,” 
continued Truman, showing 
photos of Prime Minister 
Nehru of India, Emperor Haile 
Selassie of Ethopia, the Queen 
of England, and President Ale- 
man of Mexico, all being greet- 
ed by Truman in Washington. 

“Then he’s domestic chief, 
legislative planner, head of his 
political party, and comman- 
der-in-chief of the armed 
forces,” explained the former 
President as we passed four 
more exhibits. 

War Commanders. 

We paused before the photos 
of the top commanders of 
World War II. 

“Omar Bradley,” said Tru- 
man, “was the best field com- 
mander in history. Gen. George 
Marshall was the greatest plan- 
ner. His plans won the war.” 

Skipping over a photo of 
General Eisenhower, he point- 
ed to Admiral Nimitz: “This 
man,” he said, “won the war in 
the Pacific—despite ‘God’,” 
and pointed to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur. ., 

Every president who has 
served in the White House has 
a place in the Truman library 
—and the Thirty-third Presi- 
dent gave me a rapid-fire high- 
light of every one of them. 

“Chester Arthur,” he said, 
pointing to Arthur’s sideburns, 
“was the a arg , Presi- 
dent. He was a fine Collector 
of the Port of New York, but 
when he got into the White 
House he turned on his friends. 
Sometimes,” he added, “that’s 
a good thing. 

“Rutherford Hayes didn’t 
know what was going on,” con- 
tinued Truman the historian. 
“James Polk was underrated. 
Andrew Johnson did exceed- 
ingly well, though they won't 
admit it in the South. Buchan- 
an was one of the worst. 

“According to Wayne Morse,” 
said Truman as we hesitated 
before a photograph of U.S. 


Grant, “the incumbent has 
made a statesman out of 
Grant.” 


We stopped at a piano pre- 
sented by James Petrillo and 
the American Federation of 
Musicians. Truman sat down 
and played for me—Paderew- 
ski’s Minuet. Later, he stopped 
at another piano and played 
again, “That’s the ‘Black Hawk 
Waltz’,” he explained, “popular 
in Lincoln’s time.” 

It seemed a long time since 
the days when Harry Truman 
was in the White House and I 
was not exactly in his good 
graces.

Some 400 
meetings with Soviet represen- 
tatives were required to reach 
agreement on the state treaty 
which restored freedom to 
Austria in 1955. Since it is our 
national characteristic to get 
things done quickly, we Amer- 
icans are perhaps inclined to 
be impatient of delays in solving 
international problems, We 
must learn new patience in 
dealing with questions in which 
war or peace may be at stake, 
The best we can look for is 
slow progress toward the ulti- 
mate goal of international 
stability which only a just 
peace will bring. 


We shall go into the Geneva 
talks with these general pur- 
poses: 


‘Honestly and in good faith 
to seek some advance, even if 
small, toward a just peace, 


To stand firm against pres- 
sure. We aim to make per- 
fectly clear to the Soviets once 
again that we have the power 
and the will to maintain free 
world positions, We do not in- 
tend to give the any 
reason to think that pressure 
tactics will profit P ae or 
divide and weaken the west. 

To strive to probe Soviet in- 
tentions so as to obtain a bet- 
ter idea of their thinking.

INSPECTION PLAN 


A, May 8 (AP)—The 
United States announced today 
it will explore carefully a So- 
viet proposal for a limited 
Pay ty wo se gy. inspections 
n e polic of 
pre neil g a nuclear 


Ambassador James J. Wads- 
worth made the announcement 
at a two-hour meeting of the 
nuclear test suspension con- 
ference. He also said the Uni- 
ted States would be willing to 
accept a mixed-manning pat- 
tern of nationals and foreign- 
ers in control posts if the So- 
viet Union would agree to a 
reasonable number of foreign- 
ers in such stations. 

The United States previous- 
ly had insisted on purely in- 
ternational staffing of control 
posts. 

Concession By Soviet. 

Soviet delegate Semyon 
Tsarapkin accepted in princi- 
ple the idea of joint three- 
power co-operation in explor- 
ing a bar on outer space blasts. 
This would involve such things 
as co-operation among the 
United States, Britain and the 
Soviet Union in jointly putting 
up artificial satellites of the 
Sputnik type to police such 
explosions. 

The conference adopted two 
draft articles. This brought to 
18 the total number of parts of 
a still incomplete treaty ap- 
proved in six months of nego- 
tiations. One of the new draft 
articles involves a pledge by 
the parties to accept on their 
territories the component parts 
of a control system. The sec- 
ond dealt with the duties and 
functions of a conference com- 
posed of all signers of a treaty. 

The conferees left open the 
date for their next meeting. A 
Western source said the three 
powers wil] wait and see when 
a meeting time is convenient 
in the light of the opening of 
the four-power foreign minis- 
ters’ conference opening Mon- 
day. 

U.S. Seeks More Details. 

Wadsworth, in agreeing to 
study the Soviet idea for a 
limited number of inspections 
asked the Russians to spell 
out their proposal in detail. 
He said such a limited system 
would have to contain ele- 
ments which the West consid- 
ers necessary to make control 
of a test bar effective. 

In other words, the system 
of limited inspections of sus- 
picious disturbances would 
have to be set up so that 
checks could be carried out 
without interference. The So- 
viet Union has said it would 
not veto a limited number of 
inspections. 


TWO SLENDERELLA SALONS 
GET PERMISSION TO REOPEN 


Slenderella International's 
reducing salons in the Hamp- 
ton Village and Northland 
shopping centers, which have 
been closed by the Internal 
Revenue Service since April 
21, have been given permis- 
sion to reopen, it was an- 
nounced today. 

Claims against the two salons 
were made by the Government 
for $3816 in income, social se- 
curity and unemployment 
taxes. The firm’s salon in the 
Arcade Building, also closed by 
Internal Revenue agents. April 
21, reopened April 25 after 
$1172 in delinquent taxes was 
paid by Miss Jacklyn Miller, 
Slenderella vice president in 
charge of operations here. 

Lawrence L. Mack, head. of 
Slenderella, said in New York 
today that “eminently satisfac- 
tory arrangements have been 
completed with the Internal 
Revenue Service concerning 
the release of all Slenderella 
salons which haye been tempo- 
rarily closed.” Slenderella Sys- 
tems Inc., the parent corpora- 
tion, filed a voluntary petition 
under the Federal Bankruptcy 
Act to arrange for settlement 
of its debts with creditors. The 
petition was to permit the firm 
to continue operations and pay 
creditors over a period of time. 


ROOMING HOUSE OPERATOR 
ARRESTED FOR FORGERY 


Glen Wood Patterson, a 
rooming house operator of 2328 
Whittemore place, was arrest- 
ed yesterday on a federal in- 
dictment charging him ‘with 
stealing a United States Treas- 
ury. check for $129, forging the 
payee’s name and cashing it. 
The indictment was voted last 
Tuesday and suppressed until 
Patterson’s arrest.. 

The indictment in three 
counts stated tnat the check 
was made out to Albert R. 
Oliver, a roomer at the Whitte- 
more place house, who was an 
army sergeant in World Warf 
II and the Korean conflict. Oli- 
ver formerly worked for Pat- 
terson as a bartender, it was 
said.

Vivid Drama 


t REVOLTING LOEB-LEOPOLD case in Chicago in 
id scarcely seem a fit subject for a movie. But in 
a 


and scripter Richard Murphy have turned 
out a vivid and tensely dramatic study of 
two wealthy young “thrill-killers.” 

The crime, the murder of a neighbor- 
ing boy, just for “kicks,” is not shown. 
The perverted relationship of the two 
murderers is only hinted at, in the picture 
showing at the ST. LOUIS THEATER. So the horror of the 
thing is underplayed. The film concentrates rather on a 
ruthless dissection of the characters of the killers, both 18 
years old and of wealthy families, brilliant university stu- 


dents, neurotic and vastly egotistical, possessed with a _ 


Nietzschean sense of superiority. 


From the very first shocking scene, when they try to 


rum down a man who has remonstrated with them, the 
demoniac twists of their sick minds are developed with 
clafity and skill. Bradford Dillman, a young actor rising to 
prominence in his third picture, plays the dominant one, 
Artie Straus, quite brilliantly. Some striking closeups of his 
facé show him as pure evil—arrogant, sneering, of feverish 
intensity, but of a certain bright charm when he wants to 
turn it on. Dean Stockwell, who did the role in the stage 
play, is also compelling as Judd Steiner, weaker of the two.

French Back-Stage Bonbon 


_. “FOLIES BERGERE,” at the APOLLO ART, may 
sound promisingly wicked. A French picture with scenes 
from the actual Folies! But it isn’t at all naughty. Instead, 
it is a standard backstage musical, rescued by the person- 
alities of Jeanmaire, the piquant balle- 
rina, and Eddie Constantine, an American 
who has taken France by storm as a singer 
and movie star. 

Eddie plays of all things, an Amer- 
ican who becomes a French singing star, 
so we can’t complain of miscasting. He 
has a rathér hard face which reminds one 
a little of Dennis O'Keefe, and sings with a zing, but puts 
6ti the fakest-looking fight scenes I've ever seen in a 
movie.

= “AL CAPONE,” at the FOX is a reasonably atmos- 

ric account of the highlights of the career of the 
= gang baron of the 1920's. The characters of some 
afthe leading gangsters of the area are portrayed without 
‘. the usual gang cliches, and are pretty 
believable. Naturally, there are plenty 
of murders. 

Rod Steiger, who plays Capone, bears 
a pretty close likeness to the gang chief, 
but the personification is all Steiger and 
his Method tricks—mutterings, mumblings 
and rattled-off sentences contrasted with 
afMuting and pounding. The picture has an air of plausi- 
bility about it at first, but isn’t big enough in scope to 
show Capone at his lordliest, and has too many omissions, 
too much vagueness, especially as to stressing that 
Capone was sent to Alcatraz on income tax evasions. 

There is a fictitious love angle in which Capone takes 
over the widow of an innocent waiter shot down in the 
murder of Big Jim Colosimo. The ending, with Capone 
being beaten by fellow convicts at Alcatraz, is skimpy 
and inconclusive, as if the low picture budget was ex- 
hausted. Some effort is made to counteract the evil of 
the majority of characters by having James Gregroy play 
an honest police captain who is Scarface Al's enemy. 
Nehemiah Persoff as Johnny Torrio and Murvyn Vye as 
Bigs Moran are especially convincing in the supporting 
cast.

“THE NAKED MAJA,” at the ESQUIRE is a turgid 
remantic drama about a supposed great love affair between 
tle Spanish painter Goya and the Duchess of Alba. It 
doesn’t make any pretense at accuracy. At the time a

ciosa as a fire-eater, is comforting a dying 

Duchess (Ava Gardner) in one of the ham- 
miest death scenes I have witnessed on 
the screen, Goya actually was 64 years old. 
The film gives us the impression he was 
a patriot helping to fight the French in- 
vasion, and doesn't mention he courted 
Joseph Bonaparte and became King Joe’s court painter, 
while secretly drawing pictures of French atrocities.

CLARISSA START 


“A woman I’ve known since grade school days 
has been seriously ill with rheumatoid arthritis 
and other complications for over a year. At her 
doctor’s advice, she continued at her job, which 
was nursing, as long as she could, but finally she 
had to be hospitalized. 

“When a group of her friends learned she 
was in desperate need of private nursing care 
but could not afford it, they teok over her care 
and have nursed her to an improved condition. 

“Her stay in the hospital is to be indefinite, 
but these friends are committed to continue it.” 


None of the women had any nursing training, but 
wecause the patient herself had been a nurse, she was 
able to direct. them. She credits them not only with 
helping her live—‘“the doctor said my only hope of. sur- 
vival was to have constant nursing care,” she says—but 
with doing a tremendous amount for her morale because 
of their efforts. 

At present, they find it necessary to go in only from 
6 to 9:30 each evening, but they haven’t missed an evening. 
There are nine in the group, among them school teachers, 
secretaries, business women and housewives. Some are 
single, some married and with families. 

One of them teaches full time, has a husband, house, 
family, directs a children’s choir, does Scout work and is 
in charge of the schedule for this project. Another handles 
the sick womani’s business affairs and writes a news letter 
to her out-of-town friends. 


The women who make up this volunteer 
group are: Mrs. Carl Ehrhardt, Mrs. Loren Blaine, 
Mrs. Hal Bender, and the Misses Ruth Jordan, 
Cecilia Orr, Dorothy Peterson and Gladys, Grace 
and Ruth Richardson. I don’t imagine they’re 
looking for platinum halos but they probably 
would feel flattered if some other group used 
them as models and copied their project for a 
similar situation.

Foreign Staff at | Homer G. Phillips Receives Advanced Training, Helps Care for Patients tid Be a

THE NAME of Homer G. 
Phillips Hospital may not have 
been heard in the far corners 
of the world. But because the 
hospital has opened its doors 
to a cosmopolitan corps of doc- 
tors, lives may be saved in vil- 
lages and cities around the 
globe, in mountain huts and 
jungle hospitals. 

Ba. | a mutually-beneficial pro- 

am begun seven years ago, 
the hospital mg offered. ad- 
vanced training to physicians 
from many countries. In turn, 
the doctors help ease the ever- 
present staff shortage, treating 
the sick as well as advancing 
their own medical knowledge. 

At present, 33 men and i1 
women are on the foreign 
house staff, from couritries in 
Africa, from Greece, Haiti, 
Iran, Japan, Korea, Mexico, the 
Philippines and Turkey. This 
is a revolving program and as 
one leaves another comes to 
take his place. Some stay four 
years; others, five. All have 
completed their medical school 
work in their own countries as 
well as their internships. They 
apply to Homer G. Phillips 
Hospital as they would for any 
other medical staff post, and 
pay their own way to Louis. 
Here, they live on their hos- 
pital salaries. 


Already, many have returned 
to their homes to combat dis- 
ease among their people and 
help solve the problems of low 
living standards, poor sanita- 
tion and inadequate nutrition. 
Today Homer G. Phillps for- 
eign staff “alumni” are prac- 
ticing medicine in Canada, 
Cuba, India, Jamaica, Portu- 
gal, South America, Spain and 
the Virgin Islands. 

“This is a two-way program,” 
Dr. William Sinkler, medical 
director, said. “They serve on 
our staff, and we feel keenly 
our obligation to give them 
advanced training and hope 
they will go back as good will 
people to their own countries.” 

From his administrator’s 
desk, where he works closely 
with each doctor-student and 
tailors a program to the stu- 
dent’s experience, needs and 
special professional interests, 
Dr. Sinkler sees the problems 
some of them face as they are 
shifted from familiar surround- 
ings to a strange land. 


The language barrier is for- 
midable and even though all 
must speak English to partici- 
pate in the program, their na- 
tive accents are troublesome 
to American eos Some of 
the doctors are accompanied 
by their wives and ‘tamiiine, but 
the unmarried ones often find 
it difficult to develop a pleas- 
ant social life. Housing is not 
always easy to find, and many 
of the foreign-born find Amer- 
ican food hard to digest. 

“One young woman,” said 

. Sinkler, “lost so much 
weight during her first few 
weeks here that I had the 
dietitian talk to her. She 
missed her native food so much 
that she just couldn't eat 
American food.

School That Travels 


DETROIT, May 8. 

SOMEONE CAME INTO MY OFFICE at the American 
Association for the United Nations the other day to tell 
me about the International School of America. This is a 
school that travels—in other words, the students enrolled 
at this school are almost constantly on the go to all parts 
of the world and the students are given every opportunity 
to learn as they travel from place to place. 


One particular feature of the curriculum that 
I liked is the importance that the school’s organ- 
izers put on the U.N. and its technical assistance 
programs. Wherever the students go, those in 
charge of the school tours know what may be go- 
ing on in any particular place in connection with 
the U.N. 


For instance, right at the start there is a two-week 
visit in New York, where the students study the U.N. head- 
quarters and procedure. Then, in Washington, the group 
looks into the American commission to UNESCO and learns 
about the appropriations that Congress makes to support 
the U.N. 

Among other things the traveling students see is a 
fundamental education center set up by UNESCO in Thai- 
land, and in the New Delhi area in India they observe the 
work of the Food and Agricultural Organization and the 
World Health Organization as these agencies relate to 
India’s rural life. Also on the agenda is a visit to Geneva 
and the European headquarters of the U.N. in that city 
and, of course, all the other agency headquarters there, 
particularly WHO and the International Labor Organiza- 
tion, 


This happens to be a year of celebration for 
the ILO, which is the oldest of all the specialized 
agencies, never having stopped its work which was 
begun under the League of Nations. Our represen- 
tative to the ILO at the time of World War II 
moved its headquarters to Canada, so it was able 
to continue its work right through the war years. 


This trip around the world of the International School 
of America ends its program in London, where it tries to 
summarize its impression of the world, including all its 
studies of the U.N. This is a great opportunity for any 
young people who may be able to take advantage of it. 
A peripatetic school certainly is not usually thought of 
as a possibility, but this one seems to be an accomplish- 
ment in a very successful way.
